illy surprise was not a little excited, on falling in with 
the proofs produced hy the venerable Tmrnegistus for 
the Progressive Degeneracy of the Human Race, to 
find that, although he has very properly supported his 
position by arguments drawn from the appetites of no- 
tiquity, and has given some respectable instances of the 
ready demolition of solid food, be lias favored us but 
with one example of ancient prowess in the dispatch of 
liquid, which would have suited h:s purpose infinitely 
better. 
Eating, though I allow it at times to he conve­ 
nient, and even pleasant, is but a laborious and vulgar 
exercise in comparison with drinking. 
Nothing, in my 
opinion, more clearly shows the deplorable degeneracy 
of the present age than the disrepute into which hard 
drinking, or, as f consider it, sufficient drinking, has 
lately fallen. 
Many definitions have been given of man ; 
as that of Plato, who described him as a tvto-h gged 
animal, without feathers, which gave rise to the practi­ 
cal criticism of Diogenes, who, having plucked an un­ 
fortunate fowl, threw it into the academy, sarcastically 
saying, “ Behold the man of Plato.” 
Others have 
respectively styled him a laughing animal, a weeping 
animal, a thinking anim al—all doubtful, and not suffi­ 
ciently marked distinctions. 
Have we not, also, laugh­ 
ing hyaenas, weeping crocodiles, and learned 
pigs ? 
Now I, Mr Editor, define man to be a drunken animal, 
and if it be hastily alleged against me that all men are 
not so, 1 triumphantly reply that, if they are not, they 
ought to be so occasionally. 
W hatever objections may 
be brought forward, it cannot, at least, be asserted 
amongst them that my subject is a d ry one. 
And now 
to my proofs :— 
T he examples afforded hy history are innumerable; 
the most celebrated prince*, poets, generals, and philoso­ 
phers were all drunkards. 
To begin with the Persians 
— Zenophon’s model of a perfect monarch, the elder 
Gyrus, was so addicted to drinking, that we find in 
Herodotus, Queen Thomyris purposely leaving wine in 
his w ay, and then falling on him whilst quietly employed 
in discussing the contents of her hogsheads. 
Cyrus the 
younger, in his manifesto to the people of Asia, dwells 
with much complacency on his being able to drink a 
greater quantity than his brotUw A rtaxerxes, against 
whom he was marching ; which alone, he uioi.,»»»..., 
ought by all reasonable people to be esteemed a a suifi- 
cieut reason for placing him on the throne. 
ft he 
Greeks were still harder drinkers than the Persians, and 
we accordingly find that they conquered them. 
The 
ability of Philip on this score is well known ; and it is a 
vulgar error to suppose that, his son Alexander obtained 
the appellation of great, by his victories: it was his ex­ 
ploits, not in the field, hut at the table, which gained 
him so honourable a distinction. 
The dose by which 
he was rendered a martyr was the cup of Hercules, 
containing nearly four English quarts, which he intrep­ 
idly swallowed, without once taking breath. 
It would he superfluous to adduce proofs to show that 
H om er, Pindar, and Anacreon— Virgil, 
Horace, and 
Ovid, were attached to the am phtrn, or bottle ; the fire 
and spirit of their writings sufficiently declare it. 
Our 
own Byron was wont to say that gin-and-water was 
his only Helicon. 
But why confine myself to poets ?— 
the polite and warlike Julius, the stoical Cato, and the 
amorous Anthony, all alike practised this virtue. 
So 
great a respect had the Romans for those who drank 
long and often, that some of their most illustrious fami­ 
lies took their surnames from this admirable quality-* 
such as Bibulus and others. 
The only redeeming trait 
iu the character of the tyrannical Tiberius, was his being 
a professed drunkard ; whence his courtiers, to do him 
honour, instead of Tiberius Claudius Nero, complimeu- 
tarilv styled him Biberius Caldius Mero. 
Tw o beverages, however, of antiquity 1 hold in utter 
abhorrence ; namely, Spartan broth and old Nestor’s 
negus ; the last, as we learn from Homer, was com­ 
posed of Pramnian wine mixed with goats’-rnilk cheese, 
and strewed with flour instead of nutmeg. 
I shall be asked, what is the most proper time for 
indulging in the bottle ? 
1 answer that all hours and all 
occasions are equally suitable and convenient ; and 
here 1 cannot forbear quoting from a jovial poet ol the 
last century, five excellent reasons for drinking :— 
“Good wine—a friend—or being dry— 
Or lest you should be by-and-by— 
Or any other reason w hy.” 
T he last is absolutely conclusive. 
W ine is good 
alike for the mind and body, it clears the brain, inspires 
the wit, and helps digestion. 
T he votary of Bacchus 
may be distinguished at a single glance, by his spark­ 
ling eyes, ruddy complexion, and brisk step ; whereas 
the cold-blooded race of water drinkers—unless they 
happen, indeed, to he, as some of my acquaintance, 
drinkers of strong waters— may be detected at first 
sight, by their hollow cheeks, sunken eyes, swollen 
paunch, and yellow tint. 
In fine, if you are sad, drink—it will drive away sor­ 
row ; if m erry, drink—it will enhance your joy ; if you 
have much work on your hands, drink— it will lend 
you force to get through it ; if you have nothing to do, 
drink—it is better to get drunk than be idle. 
Idleness, 
not drunkenness, says the sage, is the mother of all the 
vices. 
T he old should drink to comfort them, the 
young to keep them out of harm’s way. 
W ine gives 
spirit and color to women, and courage to men ; it lends 
strength to the weak, confidence to to the bashful, and 
eloquence to the silent. 
Even misers may experience 
the vast advantage of drinking, though at their own ex­ 
pense ; as they will he amply repaid for the money laid 
out in wine, hy often having the satisfaction of seeing 
their heaps grow double before their eyes. 
I could, as 
will b t readily admitted, fill whole volumes on this in­ 
teresting topic ; but not having wet my lips since I sat

VYnen Hart was struck with 
the W'ood, his hack was towards the captain. 
I don’t 
know that the cajitain know that the mute abused Hart 
in the iimrmer he did. 
'I'he mute, afler Hart fell, drag­ 
ged him forward, on his knees ; it was about dinner 
time, on 'I’uesday, when the male kicked him in the 
belly. 
'I'he captain did not appear to strike with much 
violence. 
My attention was called to the spot, by hear­ 
ing the captain repeatedly culling upon Hart to pump. 
At Hicliiuorul, I said it would go hard with the captain. 
VVe «lid not speak ol it at Hichmond, because it is a 
slave place, and a black man’s word is good for no 
more than a dog’s there. 
I never said the rnate kilh-d 
him— I lir.st met William Hart at my grand-mother’s, in 
Hiittolpli str«;«-t— did not tell her the'first time I saw her 
that the cuptuin struck Hart. 
A braham F rancis, [colored]— I wa.s at the helm— 
the mute sent the cook forward to pump tlie ship out— 
he was so w-eak and feeble he could hardly w-alk— he 
held oil to the rail to steady himself—the captain then 
told him to pump her out— caught up the piece of wood, 
and said several tim»s— “ take hold of the breaks” — 
then »truck at him— saw the blow pass towards H art, 
and saw him fall— he laid 3 or 4 minutes till the mate 
dragged him forward with a rope round his neck, and 
jammed him up against the weather cat-head, where 
ho lashed him, and where tlie sea broke over him.— 
About thre«*-«iuarters of an hour aflerwards, saw Hart 
laying at bottom «»f the forecastle steps— never heard 
him speak— on Wednesday morning, the captain order­ 
ed me aiul .Armstrong to lay him in his berth—there 
was life in liitii then— he ditl not speak— threw him 
overboard on 'Thursday morning— confirais the mate’s 
heatings, &c. 
I did not ht-ar the captain say to Hart, 
“ If you don’t pump I ’ll kill you,” as Henry testifies. 
Denies having made any difl’erent statement from the 
present—.-said nothing about it at Richmond, because it 
was a slavc-place, 
Abraham A rm strong— [colored] was turning the 
ball of chafing gear for the 2d mate— heard the order 
to puni})— h«*ar<l no threat to kill— heard the cook fall, 
turned my lu-ad round, and saw tlu- captain lay ing down 
the piece of wood— the mate dragged him forward, and 
made him fast on the weather lunv, in the wet [on the 
fii-st examination, on the 1st of Jan. this witness thought 
that H alt was drowned, or strangled hy the sea break­ 
ing ov«*r him.] 
Baw the various heatings given to Hurt 
by the mate— sowed the body up— felt the jaw bone, 
and thouglit it was fractured— never said tho mute killed 
Hart—«lid iit>f talk about it with any one— did not speak 
ol it in Ric limoml because it was a slave place— I don’t 
know where the printing ofiice is that we went to— 
they wrote down what we saiil 1 believe. 
D r H eoige H aytvard hear«! the testimony' of the pre­

Ui«;, and toW me he would do with m«; a« he iiUeiided 
to «lo w ith the eaplaiti, when he got ashore. 
'I’ohey 
treati'd tr«-at«-d the crew well— never ««w him in a pas- 
BÌ011 all Ihe lime I’ve been with him. 
Charle» R oll— had sailed with Captain Tohcy, both 
as seaman and male— when ilrunk once, he struck 
Capt. T. who «lid not r«-turu the blow. 
K dw ard Robinson— had been 2 or 4 voyages with 
'I’ldiey—found liim a v**ry milil man— iievi-r saw harsh 
to his cr«-w. 
.loseph H a rt— exhibits a mo«lel of the dis k, &c. of 
till-brig Carridl— long bout, with a smaller boat, hot- 
fom up, r«*sting on it, the hi ightli of both h«-ing 7 fe«*t, 
slood between the place vvh«-r«* Henry sani lu* stood, 
ami tlu* place vvhei«- the cook was when alleged hy 
Ht-nrv to have be«-ri knocke«! down hy the captain. 
Joseph H. Cottrell— shipped the Carroll’s cr«*w— 
«lay uti«*r she returned, Armstrong and Henry »aid they 
iik«-d the captain very wa ll, and should like to sail 
w ith him again— had used them very well— should not 
want to sail with a better man— »aid they had lost the 
eook— next day, Armisirong saiil the mate Imd whipp«;d 
the cook si’voral tinu-s, hut he had never s«-en the caji- 
taiii strike him— Henry was by, and heard what Arm- 
.«trong said. 
W’hen I went afler cook, to get him on 
hoard, he walked very slow, and stooped. 
.lohn Snou'den [2d m ate]— I was at helm on Bunduy 
afteriiooii— saw Hurt fall three limes on plain deck. 
On Monday morning the mate commenced flogging 
Hart with a rope, ami with a iiogsliead .stave, when­ 
ever he coulil conveniently come at him— »truck him 
over the head, body, and thighs so often he could not 
count. 
On 'I’uesday, the mate heat him again on the 
head and body, with the hogshead stave, because he «lid 
not cook the dinniir right on Monday. 
On W ednesday 
forenoon, Hart was holding candle for me while 1 was 
overhauling some rigging in the forecastle— mate came 
tiovvu with stave again, and said to H ., “ Yon d------ 
rascal, what are you doing there.” 
I told the mate he 
was holding the ciiiidl«; for me— upon that the mate 
struck Hart dow'ti with the Stave, and afterwards punch­ 
ed him in the side and body with it. 
I told mate he 
would kill Hurt if he did not take cure— mate replied, 
“ 1 don’t care a cent for killing a Bengalee.” 
Mate 
drove Hart up on d<;ck— presently Hart came down 
agviii, and the mate after him, and struck him as before 
with the Btave. 
111 the afternoon, the mate ordere«! him 
to scrape the quarter-deck, but he could not do it, hut 
set down. 
'The captain told him to scrape five or six 
times— H art made no reply— captain then told him to 
pump out— in going to the pump, he fell forward three 
times— 1 went forward of the pumps, and stood at 
w'eather side of mainmast, with Armstrong— next that 
1 saw of Hart he was laying betvvcim the spars and the 
pump, and the cajitain was walking up and dow-n the 
starboard side, 
'i’he mate put the bite of a rope round 
H art’s neck, and was hauling him to the weatherside of 
the windlass. 
'Tobey told the mate to knock off, as he 
did not want to see any such work as that— the mate then 
took hold of Hart by the arm , and led him. 
I never 
saw captain 'T. strike a man in my life— 1 am certain 
that 1 did not see a piece of w’ood in his baud at the 
time. 
'That night, about 12, Armstrong told me that 
Hart was dead— I told the cajitain of it— he said he 
was sorry— Hart had received a wound on his jaw on 
W ednesday forenoon. 
On 'Thursday forenoon, the 
captain told me to make a haud.<jiike out of this piece 
of wood that was Jasht-d to the spars, hy four lashings. 
'The hoard was about a foot wide, and twelve feet long. 
I made a handsjiike out of one enti, and this jiin rack 
out of the other— 1 am certain the jilauk was lushed to 
the spars when the cook fell down. 
A t Richmond, 
the mate got intoxicated, and hove lumps of jilaister at 
the men at work— captain Tobey told him to let the 
men work, if he would not work himself. 
Next dny 
tie came on boanl drunk again— went down into the 
forecastle— .Armstrong and lleiiry dragged him up from 
the forecastle, by the nap of the neck, and said to him, 
“ A’ou have killed one man in the forecastle already, but 
you shall not kill anotlier there.” 
One night, in a boat, 
in Jam es’ River, the mate struck Armstrong in the 
cheek, and w-e all said we would report him when we 
got home, for what he hud done to the cook. 
W e got 
along very comfortably after the mute left us.— [CVoss 
exam ined— 1 did not .see the cook fall— had not seen 
him for two or three minutes before— the mate was at 
leeward. 
B enjam in B a y , 
[14 years old] cabin boy— The 
piece of wood was 12 or thirteen feet long, and about 
a foot wide— it was lashed alongside of the long boat— 
remained there till 'Thursday. 
On Tuesday, Hart 
walked on his hands ami knees— did not perceive 
tliat he walked badly till after he w'as struck. 
W illiam P arker— day after arrival in port of the 
Carroll, I hailed Armstrong and Henry, to know what 
had been the dilficulty on hoard— they said they were 
going to attach the blame of H art’s death to the captain 
— said that Hart was sick when he went 011 h o a rd - 
thought he died from sickness— w-ere going to make the 
captain sufTer for it. 
G age R ichardson— was master of a vessel at Nor­ 
folk, when the (’arrol! arrived there— crew of the C. 
on board of my vessel every evening, and never men­ 
tioned the death of their cook— Cuptahi Tobey said he 
had lost a man, when 8 days out. 
A braham Jtiace— mate of a vessel laying oft’Rich­ 
mond— heard Henry say that one man had died on the 
outward passage—Call, the 
1st mate of the Carroll, 
wanted to exchange situations with me— I asked him 
why— he replied, “ Because I think I ’ve been the means 
of a m an’s death.” 
John 
W . C row ther— 2d mate of Exertion, at 
Richmond— heard Armstrong say to Snowden that the 
mate had struck Hart on the head with a heaver— .Arm­ 
strong said they meant to swear the cook’s life against 
the mate. 
A u stin Josselyn— clerk in Mr Eldridge’s store— 
AV’illiam Henry came into store, on 'Tuesday after arriv­ 
al of the brig Carroll, vvitli Airs H art, and a white man 
named Alger— Mrs H art wanted to see Mr F.Idridge, to 
find out the particulars of her husband’s death— I told 
her that captain 'I’ohey had written home that Hart had 
died 3d day out, of liernia. 
Henry sjioke up, and said 
he knew how he cam«; to his death— the mate beat him. 
Isaac L . L ang ton— knew Hurt— in skylarking with 
him once, I jiuslied him on to a chair— Hart told me 
not do 8 0 again, and intimated that he w as uillicte«! with 
hernia— he did not use any particular term, but used 
words to that am*iint. 
D r L ew is— thinks that the hand [worn hy Hart, in 
court] is designed to check the hernia— should hardly 
think that the hlow' described hy H enry, would have 
produced death— it is jiossible that, hy grazing the jaw, 
it might jiroduce concussion— the collar-hune coukl not 
he fractured in the p«isition in which Hurt was said to 
he stiiiidiii". 
D r G. ir . Otis— coucéves the above band to have 
lieen iis«,-d us a truss for hernia. 
W illiam Bishop has been on the coast of Africa— 
every native vvi-ars a Imiulage like the jireseiit— it is 
worn both with and without other covering. 


W illiam H enry [re«'all. «1]_the 2«! mate (Bnovvden) 
talked to me ulamt it in the galley— he asked me what 
I thought ol it— ! said I did not know what to tliink__ 
savs he, ‘Mont say anything about if, as it will go hard 
with the old man. ’ 1 did not luive to look over the small 
bojit— the small boat was 11 otlaying as the small h«iat 
in the model lies— 111 standing 011 the sjmrs I could look 
along hy the sid«* of ilie small boat. 
I went to a piiiit- 
mg oftlce ill the building the Post Difice used to he in, 
vyiili a white gentleman, whom 1 iliil net know— slojitied 
there about It) mirmtes. 
A braham A rm strong [recalled]— the 2d mate ad- 
viseil me to say nothing about H art's death, as it would 
get the old man into trouble. 
.lohn Snotrde )i [recalled]— I nev'er used any such 
expressions as testilied to hy Henry and Armstrong. 
•. 
oshhurn, Fsq., closed the case in behalf of 
( ofitain 'iob«-y, with a long and very minute examina­ 
tion of the evidence and contradictory statements made 
hy the govcninuuit w itin^sses, and attempteil to show 
that the idea of charging Cajitain 'Tohc-y with the mur­ 
der of Hart, was an alW thought— aiÌd a conspiracy 


entcicd into after visiting llii! jiruiliiig oftice, with the 
unknown white man. 
A ndrew D unlap, Fsq., iollowed, hy observing in 
tile outset, that he did not consider Cajitain 'Tobey was 
oilicrwise guiltv, than having unfortunately given jJaft 
an unlucky hlow, hut without th«- remotest idea of in­ 
flicting a serious injury, and much less, to jircduce the 
death o f the deceased ; hut he considered ri|# fact of 
sueli u blow having been struck hy f ’njit 'I’obev, to be 
clearly esfahli>h« d hy the government w ilm-sscs, if they 
were entitled to helicl^—and it should be rt meinhere«! 
that their ti'stin ony had not been imjieached, in the or­ 
dinary mode of discrediting witnesses, in any imjiortant 
particular, though the dt-fendaut’s counsel hud every «q*- 
portunity of breaking them down, if it were practicable, 
hy assailing their characters • and that the striking «if 
sucli a blow with such a dangerous instrument, ren­ 
dered 'I’obey answerable for the death w hieh ensued, 
Jiitlge Story was ahoiit two hours and a half in re- 
v iewiiigthe eviilence and charging the jury ; and we re- 
gr«'t that we have not room to notice all the views pre­ 
sented by him. 
He coiunieiiced by stating, that the 
first (juestioii that arose, was, whether 'Tobey had in- 
llioti-d the blow charged in the indictu e n t; 2d, whetlier 
the blow- .s* struck caused the death of Hart. 
Both of 
these facts must be established beyond a reasoneihle 
doubt, before the government could be entitled to a 
verdict of guilty, and if proved, the question as to th« 
intention arises. 
In this connexion, Judge Btory re­ 
marked, that the r ’ounsel in behalf of the Covernnieul 
had jilaced the facts before the jury with the greatest 
Jiossible candor ; “ and I am happy,” continued he, “ to 
have this opportunity of saying, that since that geutle- 
mun has conducted the jirosecutions for the government, 
I have always witnessed that he never jiresses home an 
unfavorable point in the testimony beyond its fiiir and 
jiroper weight, and this fairiie.ss Ls highly honorable to 
liiinself, and creditable to the government.” 
'I'he 
Judge immediately passed to the evidence of William 
Henry, the only one who swore that he actually saw 
the blow struck, after the cajitain said, “ D-------11 yon. 
I’ll kill you, if you don’t pump.” “ If you believe' this 
witness,” said he, “ there can he no doubt that it was 
murder— the blow being utterly di.«proportioncd to the 
oflence, and, connected with the threat, argues such a 
brutality of disjiosition, as, in the eye of the law, is con- 
siderinl malice— and a brutal malignity, tfint shows a 
mind latally bent on mischief, and such a case as the 
law imputes genuine malice to.” 
“ 'J his expression is a 
material fact in tiie case, but was not heard hy Francis, 
Armstrong, or the mate, all three of whom were nearer 
than H enry, and who all heard the captain’s order to 
pump. 
Now if you don’t believe that Captain 'To­ 
bey, who is remarkable for the mildness of his manner.s, 
di«lnotuse the exjire.ssiori sworn to hy Henry, ought von 
to believe anything else he says ? 
Jf you don’t believe 
that fact, then H enry's t<*stimony is demolished, and 
you need not pi rplcx yourselves with any ftirther ques­ 
tions. 
Henry has also statiM that the m ate killed the 
cook, hut he has .sworn here it was the captain— both 
statements can’t he true ; and will you take away a 
m a n ’s life ujion the accusation of one, who ha* openly- 
charged another man with the oflence?” 
'I’he judge 
analyzed the testimony with great inluuteness, and ar­ 
rayed the various «liscrejiaucies against each other w ith 
convincing ellcct. 
He dwelt at length upon Captain 
Tolley’s good character, and especially wjion the c’lr- 
Cuinstance that Henry and Armstrong, would lik«i 
to go on another voyage with him, and did not 
wish for a better master— [see (’ottrelTs tesliiiio- 
ny,] 
“ Could this be possible,” asked his honor, “ if 
this man, whom they prefessed so to like,'had com­ 
mitted such a murder on a poor, w eak, unprotected old 
man ?” 
AOrr commenting in the same style on other 
fKirtions of the lesfunony, he instructed the jury, that 
it they did believe the hkiw alleged had 
been struck, 
yet they coukl not convict Captain 'Tobey, unless ther 
medical testimony satisfied them beyond a reasonable 
doubt, that ill«! death was occasioned by that blow alone. 
After giving las view of this testimony, he committed 
the cas<- to the Jury, who, after retiring fo x tr minutes, 
came into court, and announced a verdict of N o t iiu iL - 
TY. 
'The declaration of the verdict was received by an 
audible expression of approbation, from quite a iiurnber 
of the spectators, and Judge Btory a.ssared Capt. 'Tobey, 
that in the whole course of his judicial life, he had nev­ 
er received a verdict tluU gave him more satislacfioii, 
or more in accordance with his views and feelings, 
and congratulated him upon being able to return to 
the bosom of his friends and fellow citizens, with a 
character unscathed by the ordeal through which ht; 
had jMissed.
